In making‘the announce- 
ment Van Groningen stated 
that the federal govern- 
ment will provide $84,958 
to help underwrite the proj- 
ect, He said the funds will 
be part of the money auth- 
orized by the Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
act. 

“We are particularly 
pleased that the govern- 
ment has seen fit to make 
this money available to our 
district,’’ Van Groningen 
‘stated, adding, ‘‘and this 
grant can only be taken as 
a tribute to the careful 
planning of the district’s 
Board of Trustees and my 
predecessor, C. W. East- 
erbrook, who saw to it that 
the Monache High School 
library was built with just 
such a project in mind.’’ 

The project, which was 


approved by the State Board 
of Education on January 11, 
includes’ the purchase of 
9,670 library books, 318 
periodicals, 1,000 pamph- 
lets, up to 1,000 slides, 
300 maps and globes, and 
300 records and tapes, It 
was designed to provide all 
the library and audio- 
visual services needed by a 
comprehensive four-year 
high school with students 
ranging in ability levels 
from slow to gifted. 

When the project is in 
operation it will serve 
teacher trainees from 
Fresno State, San Jose 
State and California Poly- 
technic College at San Luis 
Obispo, It will also be used 
as a model facility by high 
schools throughout the 
state, and will be open to 
the public. 

Project coordinator will 
be Mrs. Isabel Sunderland 
who has been Porterville 
High School librarian for 
the past five years. She 
will be assisted by Mrs. 
Edra Buckner. who is now 
the Monache librarian, and
